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15.6 million people with disabilities voted in the
November 2012 election

The voter turnout rate of people with disabilities was
5.7 percentage points lower than that of people
without disabilities. There would be 3 million more
voters with disabilities if they voted at the same rate as
people without disabilities.

Almost one-third (30.1%) of voters with disabilities
reported difficulty in voting at a polling place in 2012,
compared to 8.4% of voters without disabilities.

People with disabilities were just as likely as those
without disabilities to say they were treated
respectfully by election officials.
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
